PLAN MONEY LAW 


WITH ROOSEVELT. 


Senators Who Have Been Pre- 


paring Draft of New Finan- 
cial Measure Pay Visit 
to Oyster Bay. 


SEEK PRESIDENT’S VIEWS 


Desired to Make Bill an Admin- 
istration One—Some Feat- 
J fires of Aldrich Scheme 
Be Retained. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 13, 2 a. m.—[Spe- 
cial.)}—A most important conference between 
President Roosevelt and the subcommittee 
ot the senate committee on finance, com- 
posed of Senator John C. Spooner of Wiscon- 
sin, Senator William B: Allison of Iowa, 
Senator O. H. Platt of Connecticut, and Sen- 
ator Nelson W. Aldrich of Rhode Island, is 
being held tonight at Sagamore hill. The 
subcommittee was appointed prior to the 
adjournment of the last congress to investi- 
gate the financial conditions of the country 
at large and frame in accordance with their 
findings a measure to be introduced in the 
next senate for the relief of the situation. 
The members of the committee, both as in- 
dividuals and collectively, have been at work 
on the matter for the greater part of the sum- 
mer, and are ready now to put the results 
of their labors in the concrete form of a 
bill. | | 
Desire an Administration Bill. 

They want, however, to make the measure 
in every sense of the word an administra- 
tion measure, and accordingly they came to 
Sagamore hill tonight to get the president's 
definite views on the proposition which they 
propose to submit. The distinguislied party 
got here at 5:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
on the steam yacht Virginia, which had been 
loaned the senators for the trip by the son 
éf ex-Gov. Roswell P. Flower., They came 
across the sound from Warwick, Senator 
Aldrich’s summer home near Providence. 

The conference bégan immediately after 
dinner and is still in progress at a late hour 
tonight. Nothing definite about the details 
of the conference could be obtdined for pub- 
lication. Senator Spooner said before going 
to Sagamore hill that they had come to talk 
over ‘‘ many important matters ”’ with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. He did not, ke said, care to 
say anything at present about financial 
legislation. 

Measure Not Yet Drafted. 

From another source, however, it was 
learned that the proposed bill has not yet 
been fully drafted, but the measures which 
the subcommittee wants to embody in it 
have been put in such form that the presi- 
dent cah pass on them with entire definite- 
ness. President Roosevelt's views, it can 
be ‘said, will have the predomination in the 
preparation of the measure, It is proposed 
to make it a strictly administration measure. 
Every effort also will be made, it is said, to 
have the bill drawn go it will receive the 
undivided support of the republican party, 
so that when introduced it may be sent 
through with the least*possible delay. 

The president has already announced that 
he most earnestly desires that the bill be 
ready for introduction at the special session 
of congress which will convene on Noy. 9. 
The members of the subcommittee, it is also 
said, are all in favor of bringing the meas- 
ure\up at that time and assigning it to a 
place of importance in the calendar, second 
only, if at all, to Cuban reciprocity matters. 
Before the extraordinary session convenes 
the subcommittee draft of the proposed meas- 
ure will be laid before the full republican 
membership of the senate committee on 


Follow President’s Ideas. 

The present conference is proceeding along 
the lines laid- down by the president in his 
speeches, in which Roosevelt advocated, as 
announced in a formal authorized statement 
recently, some general financial legislation 


looking toward a more elastic currency sys- | 


tem, one which will be less susceptible than 
the present system to fluctuations in values 
and other disturbing factors. The president, 
however, has no positive plan for reforming 
the currency condition, but is depending 
largely on the suggestions which the mem- 
bers of the subcommittee are putting before 
him as a result of their study and investiga- 
tions to have a practical remedial measure 
framed. 
Has Some Well Defined Ideas. 

Still thy senators found President Roose- 
velt had some clearly defined ideas about. 
the legislation in contemplation. President 
Roosevelt had caused it to be known that, 
while it was desirable that a bill should be 


‘passed, it should have practically the united 


support of the republicans in both the sen-, 
ate and the house, and also that such an 
important measure should be on broad lines, 
and not open -to the charge that it was 
pianned to make it easy for the banks to 
get money out of the treasury in order to 
lend it when stock speculators “‘ got in a 
Lole.”’ | 
'May Have Some Old Features, 

It can be stated that the Aldrich bill in the 
last session has been abandoned, though 
some of the features which it contained may 
be found in the new bill. The proposition to 
secure government deposits with such se- 
curity as railroad, municipal, and county 
bonds instead of government bonds, so the 
government bonds may be released to be put 


up for additional circulation, met with much | 


opposition in the west. This feature, it is 
said, has been dropped. 

Probably the first thing in the bill will be 
a provision providing for the deposit of cus- 
toms receipts in the banks. The problem of 
an emergency circulation based on the as- 
sets of a bank, to be retired when the emer- 
gency passes, has’ been discussed in half a 
dozen different forms. A provision looking 
to temporarily increasing circulation has 
been formulated, and was laid before the 
president tonight. The senators, however, 
were not willing to divulge any of their work 
until they learned from the president what 
his views are. | 


Noncommittal as to Cannon. 

An effort was made to find out what the 
subcommittee thought of Representative 
Cannon's reported threat that he would use 
his influence as speaker of the next house to 
block any financial measures looking toward 
a change in the present currency system 
which may be Introduced at the coming extra 
session. None of the members of the sub- 
committee, however, would exprees his opin- 
ion in regard to the matter, but it is under- 
stood that all hope the proposed measure. 
will be conservative enough to win Cannon's 


support. |

Hurricane Over West Indian Islé 
Causes Loss of $10,000,000. 


FIFTY DEAD IN THE STORM. 


Port Antonio Destroyed—Nearly Every 
Plantation Devastated. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
KINGSTON, Jamaica, Aug. 12.—The hur- 
ricane which swept the west cdast of Ja- 
maica yesterday, doing little damage, veered 
to the south early this morning, devastating 
the northern and eastern parts of the Is- 
land, . , 
The death-list will reach fifty, and perhaps 
more, and thousands of people are homeless 
and destitute. The property loss is fully 
$10,000,000 and may be greater. 


Port Antonio Destroyed. 

The city of Port Antonio, on the north 
coast, is wiped away, only six buildings 
standing. Port Maria, another north coast 
town, was destroyed. Thousands of houses 


‘in Kingston were demolished. 


Five steamefs belonging to the United 
Fruit company, including the Simon Dumois, 
the Alfred Dumois, and the Brighton, were 
driven ashore at Port Antonio. A Norwegian 
steamer wrecked at Annotté bay. Five 
vessels were sunk in Kingston harbor, in- 
cluding the American schooner Rochelle and 
the British ship Galatea. Scores of small 
coasting schooners were wrecked on the 
north coast. | | 

The United Fruit company’s wharves, of- 
fices, and hotel at Port Antonio are piles of 
ruins. The Kingston wharves are badly 
damaged. 

Plantations in Ruins. 

Hundreds of fruit, coffee, and sugar plan- 
tations were devastated and their owners 
ruined. Practically the entire fruit industry 


of the island has been paralyzed. Thousands. 


of plantation owners have been bankrupted. 
Trade is at a standstill] and it will be twelve 
months before the island recovers from the 
disaster. 

A torrential rain accompanied the hurri- 
cane, and rivers are overfiowed: Railroad 
traffic on the island has stopped. In Kings- 
ton the electric light plants and powerhouses 
were demolished, the city is in darkness, and 
the street cars dre not running. Telegraph 
wires are down in every direction.

Canadian Revenue Craft Fires on 
American Fishing Steamer.

CABINS RIDDLED BY SHOTS. 
| 


International Trouble May Arise; Cap- 
tain to File Protest. 


| 

Erie, Pa., Aug. 12.—[Special.]—With its 
cabins and hull riddled with shot received in 
an encounter with the Canadian revenue 
cutter Petrel, the fishing steamer Silver 
Spray steamed into port this afternoon, hav- 
ing beaten the Canadian in a long race, which 
would have meant the confiscation of the 
craft had it been captured. 

The Silver Spray was attacked by the 
Canadian cutter while in the fishing grounds 
which have for years been disputed waters 
between Canada and the United States. 
While there have been many conflicts 
between the Petrel and the American 
craft im the past this is the first time, 
it is said, that the Petre! ever fired on an 
American crew,;and Capt. Chris Chau, the 
owner of the Silver Spray, is preparing a 
‘protest to the state department at Wash- 
ington, which will make today’s battle an 
international affair, and perhaps result in 


settling the mooted boundary line for all | 


time to come. 


Taken by Surpris 

At the time the trouble started the Silver 
Spray was engaged in fishing near the im- 
aginary line in| the middle of Lake Erie 
which forms the dividing line between the 
United States and Canada. While all the 
crew were busy with the nets the Petrel came 
swiftly up from the Canadian side and was 
almost upon the steamer before its presence 
was discovered. 

As the Canadian cruiser neared the Silver 
Spray Capt. Chau put his helm over and or- 
dered full speed ahead, ag it seemed to be 
the intention of the Petref to ram his craft. 
Seeing the Silver Spray escaping, the captain 
of the cutter signaled the tug to heave to. 
Remembering the long delays and fines in- 
flicted at Canadian ports on boats which have 
in the past. fallen into the clutches of the 
Canadian cutters, Capt. Chau paid no atten- 
tion to the demands of his pursuer. 

Bringing its rified guns to bear, the ‘Cana- 
dians sent shot after shot at the flying 
steamer with the intention of disabling it. 


Many Shots Strike Steamer. 

Twenty shots altogether were fired. One 
passed through the smokestack into the pilot 
house, in which Capt. Chau stood at the 
wheel, and two more struck the pilot house, 
one of which dame within a few inches of 
him, scattering a myriad of splinters around 
his head. ~ 

The fact that no one was killed is regarded 
as miraculous. Fred Culver, a sailor, was 
hit in the leg by a glancing bullet. At length 


the steamer escaped. 


Washington Has No Report. 

Washington, D. C.. Aug. 12.—Up toa late 
hour last night ‘the state department had re- 
celved no advices regarding the attack on 
the Silver Spray. Acting Secretary of State 
Loomis, in the absence of any report from 
Capt. Chau on the subject, declined to make 
any statentent concerning the international 
aspect of the case.

Charged with dilatoriness, negligence, and 
unbusinesslike methods, Henry Ives Cobb, 


special architect of Chicago's new postoffice 


building, was summarily dismissed yesterday 
by Secretary of the Treasury Shaw. 

This action, which bas been imminent 
as a result of the exposures of Cobb's con- 
duct during the last six months, was pre 
cipitated by the resignatiens of Field Archi- 
tect F. W. Fitzpatrick, and General Supt. 
C. A. Eckstrom, who refused to serve longer 
under the specfal architect, 

Although Secretary Shaw in removing 
Cobb gave no reason and declined to dis- 
cuss the matter, it is known that the un- 
reasonable delay- in completing the building. 
and the unsatisfactory quality of much of 
the work, togéther with many other actions 
which have been suppressed, make up the 
list of grievances against the special archi- 
tect, 

The secretary will not appoint a successor 
to Cobb, but will turn the building over to 
Supervising Architect James K. Taylor, who 
will complete it. 

Moved Down, Down, and Out. 

Cobb’s removal comes as the finale of @ 
program of punishment which’ has been 
meted out to him through a succession of re- 
ductions, rank by rank, from his position in 
supreme charge of the building. When the 
dissatisfaction with the special architect's 
administration reached the critical stage last 
winter he was shorn of his Washington office, 
where he was wont:to direct the work at his 


business on the spot. | 

Then Secretary Shaw reduced him further 
by placing the building practically in thd 
hands of Supervising Architect Taylor, and 
commanding that Cobb do nothing without 
first consulting that official. 


Refuse to Serve Under Cobb.

Field Architect Fitzpatrick wrote the sec+ 
retary, that Cobb’s acts were so unbusiness- 
like that he could no longer remain on the 
work. Both letters contained serious wpe- 
cific charges against the special architect. 


Scored by an Expert. 


Taylor was given control of the building he 
sent Inspector George O. Van Nesta to Chi- 
cago, who examined the structure and made 
a report which has been closely guarded, 
This inspector found much work that. was 
poor and below the requirements of the spec- 
ifications, and he gave Cobb a scathing ar- 
raignment. 

At that time Secretary rertvusity con- 
templated the removal of Cobb, but finally 
decided to allow him to remain as architect 
in name only, but he wrote a stinging letter 
calling Cobb's attention to the condition of 
the work and the delay and notified him if 
there was any more delay he would be dis- 
missed summarily. This delay has occurred 
and Cobb was ousted. | 

Expert Van Nesta found among other 
things that where eight point granite had 
been specified that six point had been used, 
but an Investigation by local experts re- 
vealed that much of the granite work was of 
even a lower grade than six point. 

There are innumerable examples of patched 
work in which huge blocks of granite which 
had been broken were restored by pieces 
known as “dutchmen,’’ which are sawed 
and set in to fit the broken parts.

Six Years of Delay. 

Mr. Cobb began drawing his salary of

ground was cleared, and the first spadeful 
of earth was removed on Aug. 20 of the year 
Cobb began his traveling between Chicago, 
Washington, and New York City. 

For more than twelve months the work on 
the construction of the foundation continued. 
‘Hotel and office building owners. protested 
against the constant noise of the pile drivers, 

—~gind petitions were sent to the department at 
Washington asking forrelief. Eight months 
after all other contractors had vacated the 
ground John Peirce, who had secured the 
contract for the framework, walls, and roof, 
began the actual construction. 

Before the end of the first year the archi- 
tect had been the subject of much complaint, 
but Cobb was never without an excuse. He 
never skid he did not have the funds neces- 
sary. According to his statement there were 
“labor difficulties,”’ and the necessary ma- 
terials seemed.to have vanished from the 
market. 

Expense. Accounts Disapproved. 

Then there were dinners in Washington 
and vacations in the mountains. After a 
time Cobb formed many acquaintances in 
New York. His expense accounts at once 
began te come in for trips to that city. 
** Disapproved "” was the rubber stamp that 
Was used when these bills were filed, and 
an indorsement'on the back showed that 
while it might be necessary for him to visit 
Washington, the department could not un- 
derstand why his presence was necessary 
there so often. At one time it was suggested 
that he should be more often where he could 
be consulted in Chicago. The suggestion 
failed’ to reach Cobb or he chose to ignore it. 

In addition to the construction of the Chi- ° 
cago building he assumed charge of much 
outside business, including the Pennsylvania 
state house, a federal! building in New York 
state, and a large number of private build- 


Invite Cobb to Resign. ' 

For alleged “ unprofessional conduct and 
for conduct prejudicial to the best interests 
of the profession,’” Mr. Cobb was invited to 
resign in 1900 from the American Institute 
of Architects. The trouble grew out of the 
construction of the Pennsylvania building. 
The action did not disturb Cobb, and he did 
not resign. He said he would ignore the re- 
quest and that he would not consider himself 
expelled, 

“Work on government buildings always 
has been allowed to drag,” said one archi- 
tect, “ but the Chicago building has been an 
exaggerated example of the tendency.” — 

From the time that congress passed the 
act to provide for the building, Feb. 28, 1895, 
and voted $300,000 to start the work, delay 
after delay marked its progress. Owners of 
the surrounding property in February, 1901, 
rebelled. At a meeting it was decided to pro- 
test against Cobb's dilatoriness, and a peti- 
tion was sent to Lyman J. Gage, then secre- 
tary of the treasury, asking that the work 
be. hastened. Cobb seemed to thrive on 
trouble and the dissatisfaction continued. 


Gives Excuses to Congress. 

Finally Representative Mann of Chicago 
asked congress to make an investigation of 
the reasons for the delay. This attack was 
made a year ago last April. Cobb was ready 
with explanations. Before a meeting of a 
committee of the house he testified that the 
appropriations for the building had been 
ample, and that there had not been any de- 
lay on that account. He assumed entire 
responsibility and exonerated congress and 
the treasury officials from all blame. 

Cobb's explanations were accepted, and he 
continued to appear in the social events of 
the capital and in New York as usual. Oc- 
casionally he made a visit of two or three 
days to Chicago, where he would dine wiin 
friends at the Annex or sign a few new con- 
tracts in his suite of rooms in the Chicago 
Title and Trust building. 

A question of veracity between the officials 
of the treasury department and Cobb as to 
whether he had recommended the reuuction 

“of the bond of Contractor Peirce from $500,- 
000 to $50,000 did not add’ to Cobb’s popu- 
larity. This bond was demanded on account 
of the penalty for delay beyond the time 
specified in the contract. 

Mr. Cobb was horn in Brookline, Mass. 
After graduating at Harvard he came to 
Chicago in 1881, and designed many of the 
downtown buildings. The Fisheries building 
of the World's Fair was his design. He is 
a member of the Chicago, University, and 
Union clubs. 

Cobb was appointed under a special act 
of congress. The law reads in such a man- 
ner as to show it was manifestly the in- 
tention of congress that.a special architect 
should be employed, and the decision of Sec- 
retary Shaw to place the building under the 
control of Supervising Architect Taylor like- 
ly will meet with opposition from Senators 
Cullom and Hopkins and the Chicago ¢on- 
gressmen.

FIND NEW FACTS ABOUT RADIUM 


Dr. Curie Communicates Results of His 
Latest Studies of the Won- 
derful Metal.

BIG WARSHIP ITS 


MASSACHUSETTS IS DISABLED IN 
LEAVING BAR HARBOR. 


Long Crack in Forward Pilates Far Be- 
low Water Line—Damage to Vessel 
Is Not Serious, but Compels It to 
Quit Fleet for a Time—North Atian- 
tic Squadron Was on Its Way to 
Oyster Bay When the Accident Hap- 
pened. | 


Bar Harbor, Me., Aug. 12.—[Special.]—In 
a dense fog the United States battleship 
Massachusetts ran into a dry ledge on the 
most southwesterly point of Egg Rock, three 
miles southeast of here, at 12:28 this after- 
noon. The north Atlantic fleet was just 
leaving Bar Harbor for Oyster Bay, where 
President Roosevelt will review the fleet on 
Monday. This is the only accident that has 
happened so far in the summer war game, 
and is not a serious one, 

As a result of the collision with the Maine 
coast the battleship hasra crack in its port 
bow almost big enough to stick a hand 
through and big enough to allow 140 tons of 
water to sift through and fill the two forward 
compartments. 

Thickest Fog of Summer. 

The thickest fog of the summer had settled 
here, and {t was a surprise to many that 
Rear Admiral Barker put out to sea with 
his big battleship. The codst along here is 
a most dangerous one. The’ Massachusetts 
was the most easterly ship in the formation. 
It was lying off the port side of the Texas, 
and the fog was so thick the officers on 
watch could not see half a ship's length 
ahead. 

Extra precautions were taken on all the 
ships as well as the Massachusetts, where 
five officers were stationed in the watch pilot 
house instead of two as is customary, but 
none of these realized how close the ship was 
to shore.. The Massachusetts once, when the 
fog lifted, was within seventy-five feet of the 
shore of Long Porcupine island. Soundings 
constantly were taken, and just before the 
battleship struck the sounding showed six- 
teen fathoms of water, and just after ten 
fathoms. | 

Crack Far Below Water Line. 

The crack made by the collision is twenty- 
four feet below the water line, while the 
ship draws twenty-six feet. Just after the 
collision, which was little more than a graz- 
ing of the ledge, the ship felt a Hst to port, 
and after an investigation the siren whistle 
was blown. There was perfect discipline on 
board the ship and all the compartments in 
the hull of the boat were closed by the 
proper men. The marine corps were sta- 
tioned at the life boats and every man went 
to his place without the slightest excitement. 


Escorted Back Into Port, 


The Indiana, the Scorpion, and three de- 
stroyers at once came alongside the Massa- 
chusetts to give any possible aid and these 
vessels were detailed by Rear Admiral 
Barker to escort the Massachusetts back 
into the harbor soon. As the Massachusetts 
anchored the torpedo boats were sent back 
to rejoin the fleet, but the Indiana and 
Scorpion remained over night and will prob- 
ably pull out some time tomorrow. When 
seen aboard the Massachusetts Capt. Eaton 
said he could have steamed along to the 
dry dock as well as not, but thought it safer 
to come back into the harbor and have divers 
make a careful examination’ of the injury. 
He said he would be ready to sail as soon ag 
the navy department ordered him out and the 
ship was not in any danger. 

‘Tt is just as though you bruised your 
shoulder going through a door,” he said. 
“The ship had a small crack In the port 
bow down where thé plates are not thick.” 

When asked as to his position according to 
chart, he said: ‘*‘ According to the chart our 
course was all right: we:were the most 
probably stood in a little 
too clos®.

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FIND EXTORTION 


BY MORE POOLS, 


Investigators Discover Four 
Additional Combinations 
in Building Trades. 


SOME WEAR A DISGUISE. 


Steam Heating, Steam Fitting, 
- Fireproofing, and Cement 
Work Pay Tribute. 


‘ 


Close investigation into the buflding in- 
dustry has revealed the existence of four 
more combinations of contractors and supply 
men that have made large profits during the 
last two years through the raising of prices 
by means of ** gentlemen’s agreements.”’ 

Under the guise of clubs, single companies, 
and associations these industrial pools have 
been able to control the markets and dictate 
prices and the placing of bids. Many of them 
have used labor organizations to pull the 
chestnuts out of the fire and the workers 
have been willing to do it. 

One of these “ clubs ""—that of the steam 
heating and boiler companies—is conducted 
out of an office in New York with long 
distance telephone service to’all large manu- 
facturing centers. It has been able to make 
a uniform rate fer all of its goods, advance 
prices 50 per cent higher than they were 
when it was formed, and force all the big 
firms into line. 


Fireproofers Form One Company. 


Through the formation of a single big 
company the fireproofers of Chicago have 
been able to minimize competition, do as 
they wish with prices, and absolutely con- 
trol the market. They have defied threats 
of damage suits and have forced “ outside 
firms’ to pay tribute when they desired to 
do work in this city. To a great extent their 
success has been due to an exclusive agree- 
ment with their union employés. 

Not to be outdone in the rush to make the 
general contractors and the building owners 
pay well for work and material, the cement 
firms and some of the master steamfitters 
have formed combinations. Their exactions 
have varied, but both are alleged to have 
levied on their clients for large sums on 
various big contracts. 


Ready for Grand Jury. 


When the stories of these various pools are 
brought before the grand jury next month 
the accusers will tell of an alleged agree- 
ment between their members and some of 
the leading general contractors. In the 
meshes of the evidence will be found the 
name of one firm in particular, but the men 
back of the reform movement refuse to make 
it public at this time. 

“ When we make our story known the men 
accused will prove to be, in some Cases, sur- 
prisingly- high up in the building world,” 
said Attorney C. D. Francis. 

It was declared that the best pools and 
the most permanent are those in the supply 
end of the industry. These have a central 
clearing house. When one of the mem- 
bers is asked to bid on material he notifies 
the secretary of the amount of his bid, and 
the name of the customer. The secretary 

in turn notifies the other members, and tells 
all but one to bid higher, the odd firm goes 
lower so as tg make a pretense of competi- 

tion. The matter is then adjusted in the 
clearing house. 


Innumerable “Rubber Pools.’’ 


Architects assert that wheré there is no 
permanent pool in a'certain -line-of work 
there are innumerable” ‘“‘rubber pools.” 
These are formed for a particular job. 
Architect M. Roche of Holabird & Roche de- 
clared that his firm had broken up many of 
these by getting in another set of contrac- 
tors and throwing the old ones out. Other 
firms have not been so successful. ~° 

The combination among the steam heating 
and boiler firms is one of the most extensive 
and successful of ts kind in the country. It 
is known under various names, one of them 
being the “ Carpen club.”” Before it was or- 
ganized there was an open market for the 
work and all firms bid against each other. 
Prites went down to what master steam- 
fitters assert gave a legitimate profit, but 
which the supply men declare made the busi- 
ness unprofitable. 

Boilers were rated far above their capacity, 
the firms began to cut prices, and fierce com- 
petition ensued. Some of the large firms 
grew weary of the open market and formed 
the club. They made a uniform rating, sent 
out what are alleged to be secret price lists, 
and forced the master steamfitters—and with 
them the building owners—to pay heavily 
for their goods. 


Prices Almost Doubled, 


The price Of heating plants almost doubled. 
Firms that refused to go into the combina- 
tion were assailed by those that did. -One 
by one all of the big concerns, save the 
American Radiator company, joined, and the 
Radiator company adopted the club’s sched- 
ule of prices. The club has an office in New 
York with long distance telephones and @ic- 
tates the market. It is alleged to have an 
“underground agreement’ and a ~=secret 
code. 

-The master steamfitters have been forced 
to obey it and are complaining bitterly. They 
have raised prices on work and material as 
a result. At one time they pleaded with 
the supply men to break away and go back 
to a competitive basis such as previously 
existed, but their request wasignored. Prac- 
tically every one of the controlling firms 
in the “ club ” is incorporated in states where 
combination laws are lax.and consequently 
claim that the combination is perfectly legal. 


Labor Union Aids the Pool. 


The fireproofers have a closer combination 
than this. The four leading firms in Chi- 
cago are alleged to have joined together 
under the name of the National Fireproofing 
company. With them is a Pittsburg firm. 

The combination formed an exclusive 
agreement with the bricklayers’ union where- 
by members of the organization refuse to 
work for “outside firms.” Through this 
agreement a monopoly of the market and 
work was obtained and it led to a correspond- 
ing increase in prices, which the building 
owners and general contracters have been 
unable to prevent. 

“ An example of the methods of this pool 
came to light four months ago,” said one 
of the building contractors. ‘“‘An outside 
firm took a contract for the work on @ grain 
elevator near South Chicago. He tried to 
buy the tiling from the members of the com- 
bination and they refused to sell it. He then 
went to an Indiana firm and contracted 
with it. 

“When the goode arrived in Chicago he 
employed bricklayers and tile setters to put 
it in. They were called off one day and 
told that under their agreement with the 
Sombination they would have to stop work.

I could in- 
stance the plumbers, the plasterers, and the 
galvanized iron men. 

** A few of these men get together and pool 
issues. This is nothing but extortion, and 
we look at itin this way. Ihave known them 
to add as much as 20 per cent tribute. We 
had one case where a contract was worth 
about $15,000, and when the bids were opened 
the lowest was $18,000. We refused them all, 
and later found that a combination had been 
formed and $3,000 added tothecontract. We 
knocked that pool into a cocked hat.”’ 


Repeating History of New York. 

“ The contractors and the labor unions are 
repeating the history of New York,” said 
Mr. Hunt. “ The scheme is. simple. Any 
trade that is strongly unionized has a cast- 
iron contract with the subcontractors in that 
line, and these fellows get together and pool 
issues. If we refuse to accept a bid from the 
contractors they see that we have a strike 
on our hands. They have got us cinched, and 
the stronger the unions the worse off we are. 

“ I personally know that the sprinkler com- 
panies, who control the devices used in big 
buildings, are governed by a pool. I am not 
as yet prepared to make public the evidence 
that has been secured, but when I do the 
story will be a good one. The firms owning 
certain fire alarm systems have given rise 
to another combination that charges us what 
it likes. 

“ Every one knows that the brickmakers 
are in a close combine and you cannot buy 
a common brick outside of it. If you attempt 
to bring a nonunion brick into the city none 
of the workers would lay it. The fact that 
bull@ing operations in Chicago are at a 
etandstill is responsible for the decrease in 
the cost of brick. The pool has to lower 
prices.’’ 

Civil Suits Not Yet Filed. | 

In the legal proceedings that have fol- 
lowed the attack on pools little was done 
during the day. The sheet metal contractors 
will be represented by Attorney A. C. Allen 
and possibly other counsel. Attorney Fran- 
cis has not filed his bills as yet, but is pre- 
pared to go before the grand jury. 

‘Those who declare that we went before 
the last grand jury and could not secure in- 
dictments are telling falsehoods,” he said. 
“We have no fear that we cannot bring 


some one to justice when the time arrives.”’ 

Stirred by the genera! exposure, President 
F. E. Thoman of the associated building 
trades has made plans to abolish the general 
contractor. He declares that the unions 
are opposed to his existence. It is expected 
that the trades will pass condemnatory reso- 
lutions at their next meeting.

BELVA LOCKWOOD REJECTED 
AT TYPOGRAPHICAL MEET. 


Woman’s Auxiliary Declines to Listen 
to Address on Female Suffrage—St, 
Louis to Be Next Meeting Place. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 12.—[{Special.]— 
The woman’s auxiliary to the International 
Typographical union today voted not to hear 
an address in support of female suffrage 
which Mrs. Belva A. Lockwood requested the 
privilege of delivering. 

The decision was reached on a motion by 
Mrs. F. O. Martin, a delegate from Nashville, 
to the effect that politics should be tabooed 
by the auxiliary. 

At the meeting of the stereotypers and 
electrotypers’ union a committee was ap- 
pointed to organize subordinate unions in the 
Philippine islands and to investigate the 
possibility of an organization in the Hawaiian 
islands. 

The provision of the general laws of the 
typographical union prohibiting members of 
the union from accepting work in offices 
where the proprietor imposes a task or “ dead 
line ’"’ was stricken out. 

A proposition submitted by Delegate Bacon 
of Hartford looking to the creation of a fideli- 
ty insurance fund for the bonding of officers 
was voted down, as was also a proposition 
requiring subordinate unions to immediately 
begin the accumulation of defense funds 
amounting to not less than $10 per member. 

A decision to make St. Louis the next place 
of meeting in 1904 was reached without op- 
position, all other candidates withdrawing. 


Suspends District Attorney. 

Georgetowm Colo., Aug. 12.—Judge Owers 
today sus ed Horace G. Thurman, dis- 
trict attorney of the first judicial district, 
from further service in the investigation of 
the blowing up of the Sun and Moon trans- 
former house and the expulsion from Idaho 
Springs of fourteen members of the miners’ 
union by members of the Citizens’ Protective 
league.

EMPLOYES THREATEN TO TIE UP 


SERVICE IN CHICAGO. 


Union Demands Higher Scale and Nine 
Hour Day by Aug. 15, and All the 
Companies Refuse—Assistance of 
Federation of Labor Will Be Asked— 
Proposed Strike Involves 650 Men— 
Carran’s Effort to Organize Ware- 
housemen in Milwaukee a Failure. 


Express service In and out of Chicago may 
be stopped by a general strike of the em- 
ployés in the office and depot departments of 
the various companies having agencies in 
this city. The crisis is due toa refusal of the 
employers to grant the men a uniform wage 
schedule and a nine hour day. 2 

Secretary Ralph C. Hill of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Express Men filed the demands 
of the 650 men belonging to that organiza- 
tion on July 15 and gave the companies until 
Aug. 15 to reply. In all cases he received a 
refusal long before the stated time and the 
men are clamoring for any action that will 
force the agents to change their decision.

These companies have known of the ex- 
istence of the union for some time and 
when it filed its demands the agents held a 
meeting and acted upon them. They decid- 
ed that while they were willing to hear pe- 
titions from their respective employés they 
were not ready to treat with a union of any 
kind. They decided that the men are now 
well paid and are not justified in asking for 
an increase.

REFRIGERATOR CAR TRUST 
STIRS UP FRUIT GROWERS. 


Michigan Shippers Say They Are at 
Mercy of Combine Formed by Ar- 
mours and Rates Have Been Doubled. 


A refrigerator trust, to which it is alleged 
the Michigan péach grower must pay a trib- 
ute of from 615 to $40 a car, has stirred up 
the fruit raisers of that state. They say the 
trust, under the leadership of the Armours, 
is aiding Chicago commission men at the 
cost of the producer and the eastern buyers. 

It is said that no railroad running into the 
fruit belt can use anything but the cars la- 
beled “ Fruit Growers’ Dispatch "' during the 
present season, as they have signed a con- 
tract with the Armour company to that ef- 
fect. . 

The shippers say that while last year it 
cost, in addition to the freight, $6 for the ice 
and the use of a refrigerator car from Benton 
Harbor to Chicago,” this year the Armours 
demand $25. The Boston*rate,,they say, 
was $15 to $20, depending on the quantity of 
ice used, and this year it is flat at $55. . 

To-show something; of-the* profits of the 
company it is asserted that while the rate on 
cooled cars to Boston for peaches is $55, the 
rate on apples and pears to the same city, in 


the same kind of cars, using the same amount 
of ice, $35.

Methods of Treating Criminals 


Explained by John L. Whit- 
man to His Guests. 


Headed by Prof. Charles R. Henderson, 
who recently called American county jails 
“ free public schools of crime,” twenty-seven . 
udents of the University of Chicago, four 
| f them women, yesterday afternoon visited 
the Cook county jafl as guests of Jailer John 
L. Whitman. . 

The students were members of Prof. Hen- 
derson’s class in “‘ The Social Treatment of 
Crime,”’ and after weeks of study of theoret- 
ical criminology in the books they went to 
learn by personal observation and to listen to 
a practical demonstration by a man of wide 
experience in dealing with criminals. 

The slight controversy which had been 
started by Prof. Henderson’s statements and 
Jailer Whitman’s reply last week gave an 
added interest to the visit, and Mr. Whitman 
was anxious to prove to the students that 
the proféessor’s criticisms could not be ap- 
plied to the Cook county institution. ~ 


Teacher and Jailer Compared, 
The teacher and the jailer are direct oppo- 
sites in many respects, but they are one in 
@ common purpose to help the criminal 
end to give him a chance to make a new 
‘start. One was a scholar, a university pro- 
fessor, who knew the books, and’ who had 


traveled widely at home and abroad studying. 


prisons and prisoners. 

The other was primarily a practical man, 
who had risen from the place of guard in 
the old jail to the position of jailer in the 
new one, a man who is giving his life to 
the work of making better citizens of the 
men who are put under his charge. : 

The two men have attacked the problem 
ef the jail from widely different sides, and 
have come to diametrically opposite con- 
clusions as to its solution, Prof. Hender- 
son believes in isolated or cellular imprison- 
ment, while Jailer Whitman believes in the 
congregate system, but with different classes. 
for the men, according to their disposition 
and behavior. 

Dr. Henderson regards the system in vogue 
in American jails as fundamentally bad, 
but Mr. Whitman thinks the plan of keeping 
the men together is a positive force for good, 
The visit of yesterday ‘left each still con- 
vinced that his view is correct. 


Make Tour of the Jail. 


After one student, J. H. Farel, had been 
detailed to identify the members of the class 
at each door through which the procession 
was led, Jaller Whitman in person con- 
ducted the group through the jail. They 
saw everything, even *‘ Cap.”’ Streeter, with 
his silk hat, who was eager to discuss with 
the visitors the early history of the “ dee- 
etrick.” 

The department of the jail which Inter- 
ested the students most was the jail school, 
where thirty juventie offenders for five hours 
each day receive instruction under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Clift. The school is conduct- 
ed in a large room on the top floor, looking 
ont across Dearborn avenue toward the 

ake. 

Under the leadership of two young men, 
themselves prisoners, the pupils of the 
school went through a drill for the visitors. 
Each carrying a flag, they sang ‘“‘ Amert- 
ca.” Strangely incongruous in such sur- 
roundings sounded the words as the boys 
sang of of free,”’ but there 
was a note of hope in the song, and most 
the lads sang out Iustily. 


Shock to Student Ears. . 


A military drill by the thirty boys was the 
occasion of a command which touched the 
hearts of the university students. The cap- 
tain prepared to give the elaborate forma- 
tions, in which the marching line formed the 
letters ‘J. L. W.” and executed complicated 
figures. 

‘“* Sixteen of the old men fall out,” said he, 
and sixteen of the boys who came under that. 
category formed into a company. 

“* The old men,’ ” said one of the women 
students, “‘* the old men.’ Think of the pity 
of it. Those boys, none older than 19, and 
some of them are ‘ the old men,’ experienced 
already in vice and crime.”’ 

Leaving the schoolroom the class inspected | 
the “‘ cellhouse,”” Prof. Henderson calling at- 
tention to the excellent ventilation, the dry 
floors of asphaltum, the painted walls, and 
the sanitary arrangements, and then exam- 
ined the other departments. . 


Whitman Explains His Plans. 


* The prisoners in our jail,”’ said Mr. Whit- 
man, explaining his methods, ‘“‘ may be di- 
vided into three classes—15 per cent are 
hardened ‘crooks’; 25 per cent are men 
whose influence, if they were willing to ex- 
ert it, would be for good; the other 60 per 
cent are of weak character, easily led one 
way or the other. It is my aim to develop 
the good influence of the 25 per cent, to help 
the 60 per cent, and to minimize the bad 
influence of the 15 per cent.” , 

** While I think that Mr. Whitman, and 
Mrs. Whitman, and Mrs. Clift are doing noble 
work,” said Prof. Henderson, “I can only 
say that they are doing the best they can 
under the limitations imposed on them by 
the structure of the jail. The only kind of 
jail imprisonment ought to be cellular im-+ — 
prisonment.”

ASK FOR MORE RECEIVERS. 


TWO NEW SUITS FILED IN TRAC- 
TION COMPLICATIONS. 


Bondholders of North and West Chica- 
go Lines Charge That Security for 
Their Holdings Has Become Im- 
paired—Petition the State Court to 
Interfere to Protect Rights of Cred- 

to Reach Charlies T. 
Yerkes for Unpaid Stock. 


Two more suits asking for receivers for the 
North and West Chicago Street railway com- 
panies were filed in the state courts yester- 
day. They differed from the suit filed by 
Ernest Hankes and others some time ago in 
that the complainants are bondholders of the 
two “companies, while in the former cases 
creditors were suing for judgmems. 

The feature of the two bills is that they at- 
-tempt to hold the stockholders of the Union 
Traction company Hable for its debts, to the 
extent that their stock isnot fully paid up, as 
well as Charles T. Yerkes, who is charged 
with obtaining stock in the underlying com- 
panies without proper consideration. 

The suits, filed by Kraus, Alschuler & 
Holden, were brought in the names of Walter 
K. Fifield, a bondholder of the North Chicago 
company, and Adolph Nathan, who owns 
bonds of the west side company. 


Seek to Protect Bonds. 


The charge is made that the security of 
these bonds has become impaired by recent 
happenings, and unless the court intervenes 
and appoints receivers under the section of 
the lllinois law which allows of such action 
before a debt actually has accrued, the se- 
curity may be lost altogether. 

It is not asked that these receivers super- 
sede those appointed by the Federal court, 
but that they act so as to safeguard the 
properties in their charge, particularly in 
the way of protecting the rights of the cred- 
itors of the companies. 

The recent appointment of receivers by the 
Federal court is alleged to have been col- 
lusive, and sought for the pyrpose of re- 
moving as far as possible the assets of the 
companies from the creditors. It is denied 
that the Federal court can wind up the af- 
fairs of the Union Traction company, and 
it is charged that no action looking toward 
a discharge of the receivers will be taken by 
that company. 

Names of Defendants. 

The persons made defendants in the bills 
are the Union Traction company, the Illt- 
nois Trust and Savings Bank, Charles T. 
Yerkes, Richard Crawford, Andrew Craw-

People of European Races Carry On

Three of them were 
fined $25 and costs by Justice Jones. They 
were Andrew Nifski, John Fortio, and Jo- 
seph Limski. The cases of eighteen others 
were continued.

Thousands of People Pack the Side-

Insolvency, false reports of financial con- 
dition, “ traffic in infants,’’ doubtful methods 
of placing children in homes, and the pay- 
ment of excessive commissions to its financial 
solicitors are among the charges made 
against the American Home Finding asso- 
ciation of Chicago by Frank D. Whipp, as- 
sistant secretary of the state commission of 
public charities. These charges were em- 
bodied in a report to the commission relative 
to the application of the Home Finding as- 
sociation for a certificate giving it the right 
to receive and care for children committed 
to it by the cou 

The Rev. George K. Hoover, field secretary, 
whose methods were fully exposed by Tux 
TRIBUNE three years ago, denies the charges 
made by the secretary, as does Supt. Billing- 
sea. These officials say they will protest, 
and a thorough investigation by the charity 
commissioners is expected to follow this 
action. The secretary's report bears out the 
convincing exposure of the “ home "’ made by 
THE TRIBUNE. 

ants a License Refused. 

Secretary Whipp’s report was made after 
he had investigated the association's ac- 
counts, its home at 6500 Woodlawn avenue, 
and it8 business methods. He recommended 
that the certificate be refused, setting forth 


of his report, as follows: 

**In view of the fact that the officers of the 
association haye published statements mis- 
representing the financial condition to the 
public and to your office, which statements 
must have been used in soliciting funds and 
taking into consideration the methods of ad- 
ministration and management, your visitor 
is not satisfied that it is competent to receive 
children committed to its care by the courts.

Secretary Whipp declared the organiza- 
tion's financial condition has been misrepre- 
sented in the annual statement filed on Jan. 
23, 1902, and of later statements published in 
the association's organ, “ Our Homes and 
Our Homeless,"’ he says: 

“The report shows that the association 
had total assets amounting to $27,124.93 and 
Habilities aggregating $14,250, which in- 
dicated that there was a surplus of $12,874.93, 
while in fact the organization was insolv- 


ent.” 
Debt List Not Published. 


The secretary adds that the books do not 
show an outstanding indebtedness of §$5,- 
176.41. Relative to this item Secretary 
Whipp’s report says: 

“The account of this indebtedness is kept 
in a memorandum book. The explanation 
furnished in reference to this matter was 
that they did not care to show such a large 
indebtedness, and that they thought there 
was no.harm in it, as the facts were known 
at all times to the board of directors. 

“My undérstanding is that SO per cent 
commission is allowed to solicitors for funds, 
which is exorbitant in the extreme.’’ 

The revenues, the investigator found, are 
derived from the counties and individuals 
from which the association takes children, 
for board of children at its home, subscrip- 
tions to its newspaper, and from donations. 
Counties and individuals are charged from 
$25 to $50 for each child. Some are kept 
without pay, while the board of others is 
paid by parents at $10 a month. 

Charges Traffic in Infants. 


“Many of the children received by the 
society are surrendered by their mothers 
when they aré young, which, in a majority 
of such cases, usually results in the death 
of the child from lack of proper nourish- 
ment. This appears to be what is called 
‘traffic in infants,’ and, in my judgment, 
should not be practiced. An organization 
engaged in this character of business de- 
serves little consideration at the hands of 
the public. (While in the office the as- 
sistant superintendent told me of a man who 
kad just called to get possession of one of 
the babies, for which he had agreed to pay 
$50 to have it taken by the society, He 
ciaimed that another hume had been found 
tor it, and did not wish to pay the $50. The 
final settlement of this case has not been 
made. | | 

“There are serious Coubts in my mind 
whether the placement of children is prop- 
erly looked after by the Chicago office of 
the association. An instance is cited where 
five babies were sent to the Mennonite 
orphanage, at, New Lisbon, O., during 1902, 
and inquiry developed the fact that whoever 
was in charge of that institution was ex- 
pected to find homes for them.” | 

Secretary Whipp refers to the Hoover 
trouble of last year, but makes no comment 
upon the merits of charges of mismanage- 
ment and counter charges too numerous to 
mention,’’ and says he believes the directors 
wceuld resign if. cognizant of the methods. 


Hoover Admits Paying 50 Per Cent. 

Concerning the pay of the solicitors, Mr. 
Hoover reported: 

‘The salary of all workers except the so- 
licitor in Chig¢ago is fixed by the board of 
managers, who serve without pay, and the 
workers can receive the fixed amount only 
by a return of -half the net results of the 
financial receipts, and when the amount of 
the fixed salary is reached he cannot receive 
further compensation. This is 50 per cent 
better than some charities in Chicago.”

Will Be Dismissed and Victim Is

more whipping of female convicts in Georgia

Man Was One of Bight Taken by Lynch- 
ers and Was Accused of Crime—Res- 
cue Reaches Him Just as He Is Strung 
Up to a Tree—Talk of Going to Town 
and Taking Prisoner from Jail to 
Complete the Work That Was In- 
terrupted. 


Whitesboro, Tex., Aug. 12.—An attempted 
attack today on Mrs. Hart caused the arrest 
of eight negroes, seven of whom were re- 
leased. The other was held for identification. 


' About 8 o’clock tonight a mob took posses- 


sion of him and hanged him tathe limb of a 
tree.

Wardle, a miner accused of mistreating his 
10 year old daughter. The miners had de- 
clared it their intention to lynch him if they 
| caught him. 

The man was supposed to be hiding in the 
woods near Atherton, ten miles from here, 
and it was there the search was most 
vigilant. 

A sheriff's posse in the meantime found 
the man and brought him to jail here before 
the miners heard of his arrest. 


Sheriff Fears No Lynching. 


Sheriff Vasig says he does not fear a 
Iynching, as he believes the man will he 
brought to Terre Haute if caught. He as- 
serts that the miners are merely acting asa 
vigilance committee. 


Dollar Enough for Negro. 

Birmingham, Ala., Aug. 12.—At today’s ses- 
sion of the board of arbitration to adjust the 
differences between the Alabama miners and 
coal operators Judge George Gray outlined 
the scope of the arbitration. J“W. McQueen, 
vice president of the Sloss-Sheffield Steel and 
Iron company, took the witness stand for 
the operators and said: ‘‘ The negroes are 
thriftless and if one can make a dollar by 
mining two tons of coal that is about all he 
cares to mine ata time. He will mine three 
tons if necessary to get the doller, which 
represents about the daily spending capacity 
of the average southern negro.” 


ANSWERS PLEA FOR LYNCHERS. 


Dr. Dean R. Bebbitt of Brooklyn Tells 
Chautauqua Assembly That Mobs 
Are Made Up of Criminals. 


Chautauqua, N. Y., Aug. 12.—The Rev. Dr. 
Dean. Richmond Babbitt, rector of the 
Church of the Epiphany, Brooklyn, answered 
John Temple Graves of Géorgia in an elab- 
orate address today at the Chautauqua as- 
sembly on lynchings and mobs. He con- 
trasted the view of lynching taken by Mr. 


eral and the. better view of the American 
nation,” and showed the prevalence and in- 
creasing violence of the mob spirit, its ten- 
dency to leap the color line and to lynch for 
minor offenses. 

He denounced the officiala who refuséd to 
protect any, prisoner of any color or for 
any crime. He paid a glowing tribute to 
order and law as represented in Gov. Durbin 
of Indiana, and upheld President Roosevelt 
in his recent letter on lynching. 

Lynchers, the speaker declared, were plain, 
brutal, savage murderers, should be treated 
as such by the authorities and by all worthy 
to wear the name of American citizens. 

‘**More morality, less prejudice, stricter 
law, quickly applied; fair play to negro and 
white, and both the race question and the 
mob problem will assume less dangerous di- 
mensions,’’ said Dr. Babbitt in conclusion,

Resignations per of resignations of young 
of Army army officers of late. Some 
Officers. of them were men who had 
seen a little service in the 
volunteer army during the late war, who 
fancied they would like a soldier's life, but 
who, after they got into the regular service, 
found they would have to do a great deal of 
studying to secure promotion. Others have 
resigned because promotion is still slow and 
they think they can earn much more than a 
first or second lieutenant’s pay if they take 
to business pursuits. The secretary of war 
has grown tired of accepting resignations. 
He refuses to act favorably on some tendered 
last week unless the officers can give what 
he considers good reasons for desiring to 
‘ jeave the army. There are some officers 
who should not be allowed to go except for 
the best of reasons. They are the men who 
have been through West Point, and have 
been thoroughly educated at the expense of 
the government. They owe itsomething, and 
should be compelled to stay in the service 
jong enough to pay what they owe. Of the 
men appointed from civil life some never will 
be good officers. If they recognize the fact, 
and ask to be let go, it will be for the good 
of the service to grant their request. A 
good deal more is required of officers now in 
some particulars than twenty years ago. 
They have to study and it is not strange that | 
the prospect of a steady grind for years 
should discourage some of the juniors. 


SECRETARY ROOT TO BETIRE. 

The news that Elihu Root will leave the 
war department at the end of the year can- 
‘pot but .ocecsion regret throughout the 
United States. For Mr. Root has been one 
of the greatest secretaries of war in the 
history of the country. He is a public serv- 
ant whom every patriot must be sorry to 
lose. 

Under his administration two great re- 
forms have been accomplished—militia re- 
organization and the creation of the general 
staff. To Mr. Root himself is chiefly due 
credit for the conception and accomplish- 
ment of those advances. By his untiring 
energy and incisive Iogic he induced an un- | 
willing congress to consent to the formation 
of a general staff. 

In addition to the customary duties of war 
secretary, Root had to face new and grave 
colonial problems. Upon him was imposed 
the direction of the insular possessions dur- 
ing the most troubled period of their ex- 
istence as American territory. He gave 
to them an impulse and direction which will 

- affect their growth and development as long 
as the American flag flies over them, for 
he took charge of them at the crucia] mo- 

. ment when they had no American history 
and when he had to make the precedents 
for himself and his successors. Cuba, too, 
will always have to consider him as one of 
her governors, under the president, for he 
controlled that island during the period of 
the American occupation. | 

The report that Judge Taft will succeed 
Mr. Reot is welcome, for there is reason to 
believe he will make an excellent secretary. 
But he has done so well where he is it seems 
a pity to remove him even for promotion. 
Americans would be quite satisfied to see 
Mr, Root remain secretary of war and Mr. 
Taft governor of the Philippines. 


NEW CANAL BOARD NEEDED. 
The Ottawa Republican-Times naturally 
wishes the Illinois and Michigan canal to 
be maintained. That is the feeling of 
everybody living on the line of the canal. 
There are not many persons between Joliet 
and Ottawa who will question the consti- 
tutionality of an appropriation to keep it 
in condition for navigation. The Ottawa 
paper admits that not all the money which 
has been appropriated by the state for the 
canal has been properly expended. It says 
“exorbitant attorney fees were allowed 
and bills audited which should never have 
been seriously considered as reasonable.” 
Apparently it has its doubts as to the wise 
expenditure by the cana! commissioners of 
the large sum appropriated by the last gen- 
eral assembly, if the Supreme court shal! 
decide that its action was legal. Therefore 
it recommends the appointment of new 
canal commissionerr. It says that for va~- 
vious reasons Mr. Snively and his fellow- 
members “have not been satisfactory to 
the friends of the canal.” 

That is a good suggestion, If it is acted 
on by the governor and the right kind of 
men are made commissioners the canal wi]] 
‘be taken out of politics. Whatever money 
is appropriated for its maintenance will be 
used to the best advantage, and there wil) 
be Jess opposition to spending money to 
keep the caval going until it can be made of 
greater ‘value to the state than it is now. 
Its present value is small indeed.

THE PLUMBING SUPPLIES COMBINE. 

In his recent letter to the south park com- 
missioners Mr. Marsha!!l Field referred to 
the high price of materials and labor in Chi- 
cago. He is not alone in the opinion that 
they are high—too high. Because of the 
cost of construction at this time the Union 
League club has postponed the beginning of 
work on its million dollar building, and Mr. 
Eugene Pike will not replace with a larger 
and more costly structure his building on 
the corner of State and Monroe. These are 
not the only instances which can be given 
of the effect of the cost of labor and mate- 
rials. The improvements mentioned have not 
only been deferred but their postponement 
deprives labor of immediate employment 
and lessens the demand for materials, to the 
prejudice of the workmen employed in mak- 
ing them. 

High prices due to an eager demand and 
‘an inadequate supply are natural and must 
be submitted to, There must be patience 
until] the demand has slackened or the sup- 
ply increased. When they are due to artifi- 
cial causes—to the agency of trusts and 
combines—there should be no submission. 
Publicity and the law should be invoked to 
break up the illegal combinations. . 

It is apparent now that the increased cost 
of construction which is preventing the erec- 
tion of new buildings in Chicago is due in 
good part to the grasping and shortsighted 
policy of men in the building business. 
Their policy is a shortsighted one because, 
while they may make money fora time, they 
lessen the amount of work done, and in the 
long run cut into their own profits. The 
labor unions which are coijperating with 
them are cutting their own throats by de- 
priving their members of employment.. 
Plumbing supply houses have combined 
and have raised prices until they are 25 per 
eent higher than they would be in the open 
market. Chicago master plumbers have 
tried to get at lower rates in other cities the 
supplies local dealers asked them so much 
for, but they have failed and have been 
forced to raise their bids in order to’cover the 
increased cost of supplies. In a modern 
building there is much more plumbing work 
than there was in the old fashioned building, 
and when a*man who wishes to build finds 
that plumbing supplies cost him 25 per cent 
more than they shouid he is quite likely to 
defer carrying out his plans. 

There was in St. Louis a similar combina- 
tion of plumbing supply houses. It refused 
to sell goods to a certain plumber because 
he would not comply with some of its re- 
strictive rules. Being at a disadvantage 
because of his inability to get supplies ex- 
cept with great difficulty, he was injured in 
his business. He sued the men whose com- 
bination had cost him so mych and recov-4 
ered damages: The courts held that the 
combine and its methods were unlawful. 
Chicago plumbers seem to have submitted 
meekly to the requirements of the local com- 
bine. They have made higher bids for work 
in order to protect themselves against loss, 
and the contractors, or the men for whom 
buildings were erected, have been forced to 
pay extortionate bills. | 
The combine which is assisting in stopping 
building in Chicago and keeping down the 
value of real estate is well organized. It 
extends all over the country. To break it 
up will not be an easy matter, tft the at- 
tempt should be made. It may go to pieces 
in time because it reduces business, but 
the community should not be compelled to 
wait for that. 


ARCHITECT COBB REMOVED. 
Secretary Shaw has taken the Chicago 
government building out of Architect Cobb’s 
hands. What work yet remains to be done 
will be looked after by the supervising arch- 
itect’s office. The only comment on the 
secretary's action Chicagoans are likely to 
make will be that they would have been 
better pleased if he had seen his way clear 
to dispense with Mr. Cobb’s services at an 
earlier day. 

That architect had a great opportunity 
and he failed to use it. He invited his fate. 
Chicagoans rejoiced when Mr. Cobb, a home 
man, was put in charge of the work. They 
believed he would share their natural im- 
patience to see the building occupied at the 
earliest moment and would expedite its 
construction. The work under his manage- 
ment barely crept along. The delays were 
unpardonable and expensive. The govern- 
ment, kept out of the use of its valuable 
property and forced to pay rents for most 
of its offices, has been a heavy loser. Too 
much time was frittered away on the ex- 
terior, even after making liberal allowance 
for the size of the building, the solidity of 
construction, and strikes which may have 
kept back the contractor a little. The fail- 
ure to let the contracts for the work on the 
interior promptly was imexcusable. 

The cause of the delays it is perhaps not 
worth while to inquire into now. Congress 
doubtless would have investigated if the 
secretary had not acted. It may not deem 
it expedient to do so now, but it will be less 
ready in the future to intrust government 
work to\ outside architects, who may be 
tempted to go slow so that they may get 
more out of their jobs. That motive is not 
imputed to Mr. Cobb, but there are men who | 
would be governed by it. 

Chicagoans may have a sweet assurance 
now that there will be no more dawdling 
over the government building. What re- 
mains to be done will be done with reason- 
able quickness. No dilatoriness on the part 
of contractors will be tolerated. It is now 
possible to entertain the hope that in a year 
or thereabouts the people of this city will 
enter into their own and be able to use the 
building the first appropriation for whose 
construction was made over eight years ago, 
Chicagoans certainly have been remarkably 
patient under great provocation. 


THE HEIGHT OF ABSURDITY. 

The difficulty of the race problem is made 
more apparent every day by the futile at- 
tempts to solve it. It resembles a disease 
which is easy to diagnose but difficult to 
eure, Scores of orators and writers have 
pointed out that the present status of the 
negro in the south is one of degradation, 
that he is regarded socially as a pariah, and 
industrially as a hewer of wood and a- 
drawer of water, with no chance to rise, and 
politically is a nullity. But when these 
same orators and writers suggest remedi«s 
they differ utterly. “ To every solution hither- 
to urged there are usually insuperable ob- 
jections.

Day before yesterday citizens of Peoria | 
testified before Commissioner Bright to the. 
effect that the Lllinois river at’ Peoria is 
purer now than it was before the drainage | 
canal was. opened. This sounds not only 
reasonable but obvious. It is an established 
fact of sanitary science that flowing water 
purifies itself. The drainage canal is flow- | 
ing water. It flows at the rate of at least 
250,000 cubic feet a minute. By the time. 
its contents reach Peoria they have passed | 
through organic changes which rpoder them 
perfectly harmless. 
At least three years ago Prof. Jordan of 
the University. of Chicago went to Avery- 
ville, which is just above Peoria. He went 
also to Wesley City, which is just below 
Peoria. At Averyville the number of colo- | 
nies of bacteria in every cubic centimeter of 
water was 3,660. At Wesley city the cor 
responding number was 758,000. 
Now, water which contains only 3,660. 
colonies of bacteria to the cubic centimeter 
is harmless and potable. So says Dr. F. W. 
Reilly of the Chicago health department. 
So says every one else who knows. But the 
harmlessness and potability of water which | 
contains 758,000 colonies of bacteria to the 
cubic centimeter is not a safe wager. 
Safe or not, however, it has ceased to bea 
wager in which Chicagoans are interested 
except as spectators. Scientists have 
proved that the injurious influence of our 


reached. Citizens of Peoria have’ made 
similar statements to Commissioner Bright. 
In fact, they have made even stronger state- 
ments. They have said that their water 
supply was not only not vitiated, it was im- 
proved. 
When Commissioner Bright presents his 
findings, to the United States Supreme court 
he will have to say that whatever pollution 
there is in the Illinois river below Peoria is 
caused by Peoria and not by Chicago. Inci- 
dentally he may have to remark that even 
the Peoria pollution disappears before the 
Illinois empties itself into the Mississippi. 
Weigh these facts. Consider, reflect, 
meditate, perpend. Then you will not be 
surprised if, after the Missouri appropria- 
tion for the investigation of the Chicago 
drainage canal is all spent, the Missouri peti- 
tion for a federal injunction against that 
canal fades languidly out of view. It will 
leave nothing tangible behind it except offi- 
cial records of appropriations and unofficial 
recollections of junketing trips.

ORD NORTHCOTE’S appointment to 
the governor geéneralship of Australia, 
in succession to Lord Tennyson, the son 
of the poet, is of interest to Amer- 
icans not only because it renders more 

probable the nomination of the Duke of 
Marlborough to the governor generalship 
of Canada on the retirement of Lord Minto, 
but also because Lord Northcote, like the 
duke, has an American born wife, is related 
through the marriage of his brother, the 
Hon. Oliver Northcote, to one of the leading 
families of this country—namely: that of 
President Grant's secretary of state, Hamil- 
ton Fish, and has likewise spent much of 
his time in the United States, where he has 
numerous friends. — 

Lady Northcote is the adopted daughter 
of the multi-millionaire Canadian railroad 
magnate Lord Mount-Stephen, one of the 
creators of the Canadian transpacific line, 
and, thanks to her adopted father’s gener-

Lord Northcote, who is a man of small 
stature, heavily weighted with a big mus- 
tache, is the second son of the late Lord 
Iddesleigh, the most popular and universally 
respected leader that the conservative party 
in England has ever had in modern times, 
and who, while secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs, died suddenly of heart failure 
at Lord Salisbury’s house during a conver- 
sation with the marquis. Lord Northcote 
first came to this country as secretary to the 
special embassy of the marquis of Ripon, 
in connection with the settlement of the Ala- 


father’s principal private secretary. 

His elder brother, of course, inherited the 
earldom of Iddesleigh, but Queen Victoria 
in 1887 conferred a baronetcy upon him for 
the express purpose, as she declared, of con- 
tinuing. the name of “dear Sir Stafford 
Northcote,”’ a statesman to whom she had 
been deeply attached. A few months before 
her death the queen, in giving her approval 
to the nomination of the baronet to the office 
of governor of Bombay, further conferred 
upon him a peerage, stipulating.that he 
should be known as Lord Northcote. 

He has done well at Bombay, and although 
he has but little of the cheery and genial 
disposition of his popular father,- and 
wears a bored and dissatisfied look, yet 
he isa hard working, conscientious man, who 
has shown himself to be an able adminis- 
trator and who is Hkely to prove a success 
as governor general of Australia, the more 
so as he will not be hampered by lack of

The Castle of Chillon, on the lake of Ge- 
neva, is so familiar to thousands of Ameri- 
ean tourists, that many of my readers will 
doubtless be interested to learn that the old 
moat which separated the castle from the 
mainland, and which for the last 100 years or 
so has been completely filled with earth 
shrubs and rocks, has now been excavated, 
so that for the first time in the memory of 
the present generation this grand old castle, 
whieh has furnished the theme to Lord 
Bryon and many other celebrated poets, is 
now completely surrounded by water and 
presents the same appearance as in the mid- 
dle ages, when it was one of the strongholds 


of the dukes of Savoy. 


The death of Countess Marie Kinsky at the 
advanced age of 75 is said to have been 
hastened by the still mysterious suicide of 
her young grandson, Baron “‘ Polo”’ Bour- 
going, to whom she was devoted and serves 
to recall the romance of her marriage. For 
her origin was of the most humble, and she 
was a lauhdry girl at Ischl, Marie Zauner 
by name, when she won not merely the heart 
but also the hand of Count Eugene Kinsky, 
at that time a brilliant cavalry officer, but 
who afterwards achieved much distinction 
as a member of the Austrian house of lords 
and as president of the so-called Anglo bank 
and of other big financial institutions at 
Vienna, 

It was probably on account of the social 
disqualifications of his wife, resulting from 
her humble birth, that he embarked in bank- 
ing operations, and frequented financial cir- 
cles, being the first of the members of the 
Austrian “‘ grande noblesse’’ to do so. His 
wife, a lovely woman in her youth, and a 
most amusing. kind hearted old lady in her 
advanced age, and a noted character at 
Vienna, never secured admission to court, 
and ‘the drawbacks to which she was sub- 
jected by reason of her birth likewise ex- 
tended to her children, seven in number. 
The two daughters, who had inherited most 
of her beauty and charm, escaped the dis- 
advantages in a measure by marrying for- 
eigners, the one becoming the wife of Baron 
Otho Bourgoing, at that time first secretary 
of the French embassy at Vienna, but who 
afterwards secured Austrian naturalization 
and is celebrated throughout Europe as 
having the most complete collection of visite 
ing and playing cards in existence, whilethe 
other, Anna, married the military attaché 
of the English embassy, Gen. Sir William 
Goodenough, who died while commanding 
the British troops in south Africa. 

Both sons of the old Countess Eugene 
Kinsky are married to actresses, the one, Ru- 
dolph, having divorced his first wife, Coun- 
tess Wilczek. in order to wed Marie Renard 
of the Viennese stage, while the other, 
Eugene, after having his suit for the hand 
of his cousin, Elizabeth Kinsky, rejected by 
her father, Prince Kinsky, in consequence 
of his mother’s peasant origin, is now the 
husband of Ilka Palmay, a comic opera 
divette, who enjoys some note in England. 


The old countess will be much missed jn 
Vienna, where she was popularly known in 
society as the “ Schotter Tante.’” For, al- 
though barred from court, yet she, by her 
kindly and wholly unaffected way, had man- 
aged in course of time, to secure not only 
the recognition but likewise also the marked 
good will of the Austrian great world. fur- 
nishing, indeed, the only instance that I 
can recall of such indulgence on the part of 
the most exclusive society of all Bu 
to the wife of one of its members guilty of 
a mesaliiance.

* Burns and Schrode had acrobatic reputa- 
tions in this country and in England when 
Julian Mitchell engaged them to take the 
parts of the big animals in the spider's forest 
scene. The small animals were taken from 
the schools and streets of Chicago. The two 
acrobats had done pantomime work in Eng- 
land and the bear character was fairly well 
understood. A spider was something new, 
however, and they had been obliged to find 
one down in the basement and study his 
walk before they felt that they could put on 
a really artictic performance. 
Both had been good natured in their treat- 
ment of the Frogs and the Snails and the 
Tittle Bear, and as the result they had won 
the highest esteem the little boys were ca- 
pable of bestowing on any one. 
The garden wall scene ‘which precedes 
their work in the Spider’s forest is done 
“in ene.”” That is a drop curtain is let down 
and four-fifths of the stage is left at the 
disposal of the stage hands while the Piper 


children sit on the wall and make fun of 
Alan and Jane. As soon as the scene has 
been arranged the Frogs and Snails and 
‘the Little Bear descend on the Spider and 
the Big Bear and drag them out, behind 
this drop curtain, where for five or six min- 
utes they have the forest all to themselves. 

If by any accident this drop scene should 
be raised suddenly any evening while the 
Piper ghildren and Jane and Alan are doing 
their turn the audience would be treated to 
a sight which would make the individual 
members of it want to go out to the box office 
and pay double price for their seats. 

They would see the Spider wrestling about 
the stage with a Frog hanging tightly to his 
neck and another endeavoring to hang to 

his legs.. They would see other Frogs en- 
deavoring to imitate the Big Bear and stand 
on their heads. They would see the Snails 
endeavoring to turn back somersaults, and 
the whole scene would make a hit, but it 
might interfere with the regular plot which 
is progressing in front of the drop curtain. 

Once in a while a Frog shoots against the 

“drop curtain with almost sufficient force to 
bring the whole thing down and threatens 
to knock one of the Piper children off the 
wall. If you ever happen to seea Piper child 
leave her seat and plunge madly over the 

. footlights without apparent reason you may 
understand that the Spider has flung one of 
the Frogs against the curtain and has 
knocked her off. . 

On this occasion the Spider and the Big 

Bear were to use the five or. six minutes in 
teaching the boys some tricks, and a school 
in acrobatics was established. The Frogs 
and the Snails were enthusiastic and diligent 
pupils, but the Little Bear didn’t have much 
heart for the fun. He knew they were not to 
see Broadway and that they were not to ex 
tend their dramatic conquests to New York. 
Everybody. else in the company was going, 
‘but the boys were to be left behind. Other 
boys, the management figured, could be se- 
cured in the east and there was no reason 
to import Chicago talent for the parts of 
the Snails and Frogs.

MORE ABOUT EARLY DAYS 


PIONEER DESCRIBES HARDSHIPS 
OF 1836-’7 ON THE DESPLAINES. 


Chicago, Ten Miles Away, Almost Be- 
yond Reach in Springtime, When 
Supplies Began to Ruan Low—Alex- 
ander’s Mills, Now Maywood, Then 
Mainly Flour and Saw Millse—Many 
Men Who Later Became Prominent 
Started in Business There. § * 

~ 


De Pere, Wis., Aug. 12.—[Editor of The 
‘Tribune.)—My former account of the early 
days was so graciously received by THE 
TRIBUNE and its friends, it incites me tocon- 
tinue my narrative of those days of stress 
and effort. And I feel I will be doing the 
present generation a real kindness in show- 
ing them the hardships their forefathers 
endured in making Illinois the “ empire state 
of the west,’’ and perhaps soon to be of the 
nation. 

As I said, we spent the winter of 1836-'7 
ten miles from Chicago, at Alexander's Mills 
—then so-called—on the Desplaines river. 
There was a flour mill, a small saw mill like- 
wise a lath machine, owned and operated 
by a young man from Cincinnati. The lath 
and lumber found a ready market in Chi- 
cago. 

It will seem strange to the people of May- 
wood that a saw mill could find employment 
there even sixty-seven years ago, but the 
river flats were quite heavily wooded. My . 
father, Mr. Gage, had charge of the saw- 
mill. 

Almost everything we used came from 
Chicago: we got aleng comfortably until 
spring opened, then the prairie between the 
city and the river was a perfect morass, im- 
.possible to be traversed by teams of any 
kind. and we began to get short of various 
necessities. There were some half dozen 
families and they kindly shared with each 
other; finally all were Gut. What should we 
do? “ Twelve miles from a lemon ”’ is bad - 
enough, but ten miles of impassable swamp, 
from coffee, tea, tobacco, sugar, butter, etc., 
was serious indeed. What could be done? 
Finally my father and another man started 
for Chicago to bring in upon their backs what 
they could carry, which they did, and re- 
turned some time in the night, wet to their 
waists. and their enthusiasm for the west 
somewhat dampened. 

That winter Mr. Alexander and his part- 
ner. Mr. George Walker. then of St. Louis, 
sold their property to Chicago parties and 
quite early in the spring there came a com- 
pany of surveyors; it was said they were 
laying out a railroad from Chicago to Galena. 

There were a good many Chicago business 
men there, Mr. Steel, who afterwards was 
sheriff of Cook county. 

Judge Sydney Breese—I remember him 
well. He was a delicate looking, soft spoken 
man: we all liked him much. Also a fine, 
portly man, who still wore ruffled shirts and 
an aristocratic manner—I heard him say ha 
was born on the island of Java. His name 
was George Smith. 

In June my father came for us to go on 
to his “ claim,’’ which was in Lake county, 
then a part of McHenry county; where the 
village of Antioch now stands was a part 
of his farm. That part of the state was not 
then surveyed. 

But I need not dwell on those days, pic- 
turesque and interesting as they were to me, 
Chicago was still our base of supplies, and 
for a long time even our postoffice. Every 
one who went from us there was a mail car- 
rier. 

But I will stop before I weary you too 
much. Old people are garrulous and live 
in the past.

Third Assistant Marshal 
Townsend to Be Named in 
Place of Pazen.

Fourth Ward Aldermen at Outi 
Over Stern & Co. Render- 
ing Plant. 


Fire Chief Musham aboutfaced yesterday 
in his attitude regarding the appointment of 
a successor to Second Assistant Marshal 
Pazen. He now says Third Assistant Mar- 
shal Townsend shall be named in Pazen’s 
place and the successor to Townsend taken 
from the existing eligible list, at the head of 
which is Battalion Chief Horan. 

Still, under the law, he is not obliged to 
promote Horan to Townsend’s place, as he 
-has a choice of one from the first three on 
the list. and the two after Horan are Bat- 
talion Chiefs Charles F. Seyferlich and Pat- 
rick J. Donahoe. It has always been the 
custom in the fire department, however, to 
take the man at the head of the list.

EXPERIMENTS IN THREE LABORA- 
‘TORIES PROVE IT. 


Testimony of Witnesses in Drainage 
Canal Suit Corroborated by Analyses 
at Illinois and Chicago Universities 
and Municipal Chemist’s Shop—Dia- 
gram Prepared Showing Gradual 
Change in Canal Fluid from City 
Limits to the Mississippi. 


‘The fact that running water purifies itself, 
a contention which was upheld by witnesses 
on Tuesday at Peoria in the case of the 
state of Missouri against the state of Illinois 
and the Chicago sanitary district, has been 
corroborated by a series of experiments in 
several university laboratories. The experi- 
ments in the laboratories were made at the 
suggestion of Health Commissioner ‘Arthur 
R. Reynolds and Dr, F. W. Reilly. The 
results were the deductions made in the 
University of Illinois, the University of Chi- 
cago, and the municipal laboratory. 

When it was decided by the sanitary dis- 
trict to make these experiments Washing- 
ton university, through Henry Ziegenhein, 
mayor of St. Louis, was asked to take part. 
Repeated requests were unanswered, and the 
work proceeded without that laboratory 
being represented. Water was taken from 
various points on the canal and river as far 
down as Grafton, Il, a few miles north of 
£t. Louis. The results show a constant im- 
provement in the character of the water to 
tLe entrance into the Mississippi river, where 
it was shown that_the Illinols river water 
was better than that of the larger stream. 

A chart was prepared showing the chang- 
ing ratio of purity and impurity from the 
canal to the Mississipp: river. In this dia- 
gram, which follows, the shadings have the 
following ‘significance: A “C. C,,” meaning 
a cubic centimeter, about a teaspoonfu!; 
“number of colonies,’’ meaning the number 
of groups of bacteria found in each tea- 
spoonful of the water at the given points 
of collection; less than 5,000 colonies per 
Cc. C,, indicating (in streams of this charac- 
ter) a potable water, free from disease caus- 
ing bacteria. ,

Peoritns Testify That Illinois River 
Has Been a Summer Resort Since 
' Waters Were Turned In. 


Peoria, [ll., Aug. 12.—[Specidl.]J—“ The I- 
linois river is a summer resort today,” said 
R. R. Bourland, secretary of the Illinois 
Valley association. “A few years ago, be- 
fore the drainage canal was turned in,.the 
Illinois river was a menace to health and 
happiness.”’ 

Mr. Bourland was a witness before the 
commission taking evidence in the case of the 
state of Missouri against the state of Ili- 
nois and the Chicago sanitary district. 

Robert R. Martin, chief engineer of the 
Peoria water works pumping station, de- 
scribed the condition of the river during the 
last three months of 1901. ‘‘ When the canal 
was opened the fish were unfit for food,” he 
said. ‘‘As soon as ice formed in the river 
there was an evil smell, and the fish became 


of fish died each season. 


were so strong they almost suffocated one. 
In summer the fish were in better condition 
and could be used as food. Since the canal 
has been opened and we get the lake water 
the fish are all right, we have more fish, and 
they are of better quality. 

“They are as good in the winter as in 
summer time, the gases which formerly 
drove us from the river are absent since the 
canal has been opened, and a higher stage of 
water is maintained. I do not notice hardly 
any mosquitoes now, formerly they were 
unbearable. I live within three blocks of 
the river, and it has been. thoroughly 
cleansed by the canal water. The water has 
eovered the breeding swamps of the mos- 
quito entirely.”’ 

BE. J. Cain, also of the pumping station, 
corroborated Mr. Martin’s statements. 
Charles F. Hixson, manager of a summer re- 
sort, said the river was foul and {Il smelling 
before the lake water was turned into the 
channel. He also described the gas generat- 
ing under the ice during the winter season. 
* There is a world of difference now, since 
the canal is open,”’ said the witness.

Health Department Finds Worst Viola- 


Advised to Bring In Samples. 


milk inspection department of the 

FP hm office has secured evidence of 
what is said to be the worst violations of the 
milk laws reported In several years. Milk 
was found which was half water. The report 
says: | 
"Of the thirty-eight samples of milk taken 
today from trains on their arrival at the 
stations it was found that fourteen were 
watered and two were below the standard 
fixed bylaw.” | 

For some time the milk dealers of the city 
have been making statements to the health 
department that the farmers have watered 
the milk shipped to Chicago. Most of the 
samples tested yesterday were collected 
by Inspector Timothy Kelly. At the station 
of the Chicago and Northwestern railway 
he found four eight gallon cans of milk. The 
first can had two gallons of water, the sec- 
ond and third cans had four gallons each of 
water, and the fourth can three gallons of 
water. The health department has not yet 
learned the name of the farmer who shipped 
the milk. Following thé test the department 
issued a general notice to milk dealers ask- 
ing them to bring samples of shippers’ milk 
for a test. |

KEEPS SHORTS UNEASY. 


Millers Still Paying High Prices for 
Early Arrivals—Corn Strong on Con- 
tinued Cool Weather and Renewed 
Complaints That Piant Is Not Mak- 
ing Normal Growth—Shipping De- 
mand Gogd—Oats Share in Upward 
Trend—Hogs Plientifal. 


A movement of wheat to market that 
geems to get smalier rather than larger in 
comparison with last year’s figures the 
farther into the crop year it gets was the 
impressive factor in the market yesterday, 
and, with great strength in corn, was mainly 
responsible for a sharp rally from an open- 
ing break of %c to 4c, closing prices \c to 
%c higher than the day before. There were 
only 90 cars at Minneapolis, two-thirds of 
them winter wheat, and prices in that market 
up 2c to 3c on cash wheat and %c to 1\c on 
futures. Primary receipts were only 561,000 
bu, compared with 1,305,000 bu a year ago. 
The strength in the northwest and the smali 
movement were more effective than the bear 
argument of light export demand, and there 
was some indication of improvement both 
in the export flour and wheat demand and 
in the domestic flour demand, the light flour 
stocks everywhere being nearly as important 
@ consideration as the small movement, 
There were showers northwest, which needs 
tair weather for harvest. 

September wheat opened as low as 79%c, 
rallied to S80%c on light offerings, and then 
evld off to 70%c on heavy selling, which the 
pit guesed might be for Armour account, 
December wheat on this break getting to 
svc. But a good commission demand devel- 
oped on the decline, rallying September to 
tc and December to 8lc, the market cios- 
ing only a shade under the top. The influ- 
ential buying of December on the break was 
by Bartlett-Frazier-Carrington and Patten 
brokers. There was buying of September 
by Champlin and Harris-Gates, seiling by 
Pringie-Browning, Jackson, Farnum, and 


Bieriing. 
Cash Markets Strong. 


Cash markets were generally strong, No. 
j northern at Minneapolis-up to 95\c. Mil- 
waukee millers paid S88c for 40,000 bu new No. 
1 northern to arrive, and there was a sale 
hete of 25,000 bu old No. 1 northern, about 
one-fifth of the local stock, to an eastern 
miller, at 89e, c. i. f., Buffalo, or about 864¢c, 
f..o. b., cars here. Kansas City reported ac- 
ceptances in the country light and that mar- 
ket was strong, up %c. Duluth reported bet- 
ter inquiries for new spring wheats and ad- 
vanced %c. Export sales at the seaboard 
were reported at 200,000 bu. There were 
£5,000 bu worked from here for gulf ship- 
ment at %c under September. (Clearances 
were 462,000 bu. Snow estimated the aver- 
age yield of winter wheat at 13.4.bu per acre, 
comparing with the government estimate of 
12.4 bu, suggesting a yield of 450,000 bu. 
Theretwere reports from Omaha of wheat 
sprouting in shock. Liverpool was \d lower, 
affected by a return of fine weather in Eng- 
land. Private cables reported the Russian 
Gop smaller than last year. Paris declined 
u%c to %c, making a drop of ic to 7%c in 
about a week. Antwerp was unchanged. 


Corn in Sharp Demand. 


Corn was the strongest and most active of 
the grains, on continued unfavorable weath- 
er for growth and complaints from many of 
the important states of continued backward 
condition. There was a great trade, with 
advances of 4c to 1\c, the close practically 
‘ at top prices, May making the best gain to 
585%%c. Reports of cold rains in Nebraska 
and one claim of snow were influential in 
starting the upturn, although the forecast 
was for warmer weather generally today. 
The market started unchanged, with a good 
commission demand and offerings light until 
May reached 53c, around which figure some 
of the big local shorts began to cover. Pat- | 
ten was the leading buyer from the start and 
Champlin and Brosseau covered on the ad- 
vance. There was profit taking through 
commission houses, Updike, McReynolds, 
Knight-Donnelly, and others.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE, | 


In discussing yields of wheat in the north- 
west the Commercial West says: ‘ The 
largest averages for wheat in the three 


North Dakota. The Dalrymple farm at Cas- 
selton will probably thrash out the largest 
average for its 9,000 acres of wheat in the 
twenty-seven years of its history. This aver- 
age will be twenty bushels. This was not 
realized in 1895. The Larimore farm, at 
Larimore, N. D., with its several thousand 
acres, will yield close to fifteen bushels 
average, a fine yield for that-section. The 
Grandin farm in Traill county, N. D., an- 
otRer bonanza farm, will show yields of 
fifteen to twenty-five bushels. These big 
yields in the Red river valley will surprise 
the trade, possibly, in view of the many un- 
favorable reports coming from there dur- 
ing the season. But the unfavorable reports 
were not exaggerations when made. The 
wheat in the valley was unpromising a 


+ month ago. Timely rains worked a great 


change, and there wag a rally of condition 
that has counted. All yields from the Red 
river valley will not be equal to those noted 
above, however. There is a large area in the 
valley that will not produce above five to 
eight bushels. The Red river valley will 
raise the relatively larger part of the wheat 
in North Dakota this year, a good increase 
over last year. The second best are@ of 
yield is in the first and second tiers of coun- 
ties along the eastern border of South Da- 
kota, as far south as Egan and Flandreau. 
The third best area is in irregular sections 
in central and western Minnesota, between 
Lincoln and Polk counties and Minneapolis, 
and in Ward county, N. D. There has been 
a good deal of exaggeration about the crop 
in South Dakota, due to a generally good 
appearance and to a magnified idea of yields 
in some sections where the yield will be bet- 
ter than usual. There is no county in the 
State that will average twenty bushels, al- 
though claims of twenty-five average have 
been made. On the basis of the acreage 
of last year, South Dakota would have this 
year a yleld of 42,000,00 or some 
more than last year, but because of.a reduc- 
tion of 200,000 acres, gone to macaroni and 
other crops, the yield is made to fall about 
1,000,000 bu under last year. Minnesota 
is reducing her wheat acreage and substi- 
tuting diversified farming. It is this fact 
that raises the question whether the north- 
west yield can be kept at a level that will 
give the necessary amount of wheat for 
northwest milling—which includes an im- 
portant group of mills outside of Minne- 
apolis—without raising the price."’ 

The official statement of flour stocks in the 
important markets of the country shows 
609,000 bbis Aug. 1, compared with 686,000 
bbis on July 1 and 722,000 bbls on Aug. 1, 
1902. Over a third of the stocks, 215,000 bbls, 
are reported at Duluth, compared with 250,- 
000 bbls the preceding month and 212,000 bbls 
a year ago. In view of the fact that every 
barrel of flour manufactured in weeks has 
been made from high priced wheat, cash 
premiums over futures being considerable, 
and flour buyers have been taking supplies 
on the hand to mouth order for a long time, 
it is not considered plausible that the Duluth 
stocks should be so heavy. General reports 
from the east in particular are that stocks 
are about as low as they could be, eastern 
jobbers having no flour at all except in 
transit. The domestic as well as the foreign 
consymer has been waiting for a break in 
prices and for the increased movement in 
wheat that does not come, and there are in- 
dications that buyers are already being com- 
pelled to take hold more freely. Local job- 
bers and exporters report some improve- 
ment in both domestic and foreign demand. 


**I believe,’’ says James A. Patten, “ that 
the government report issued last Monday 
does not give the true condition of the corn 
crop. There is considerable corn in Illinois 
not yet tasseled out, and I believe I am safe 
in saying that.a small proportion of the 
crop in Illinois is in the roasting ear stage. 
In quite a large percentage of it the ears 
have just commenced to shoot, being any- 
where from four to eight and ten inches in 
length. The crop is just in that condition 
that it will require warm, favorable weath- 
er from now to Oct. 15 to make even 75 per 
cent of acrop. If these cold nights continue 
and we do not have the desired weather [ 
do not see how it is possiBle to have even 
half a crop of corn.”’ 

Wheat receipts at Minneapolis are getting 
so small and the proportion of spring wheat 


States will come from central Cass county, 


so small reserves of last year’s crop would 
seem to be practically exhausted. Out of 
90 cars there yesterday only 27 were spring 
wheat and but 6 of them No. 1 northern.

“TI hear a good many people talking bear- 
igh on the corn crop,’’ says Louis J. Fried- 
man, “ but after analyzing the government 
report I do not see how anybody can en- 
tertain these views. In the six principal 
corn states the average condition is around 
70 and it is generally conceded the crop is 
from two to four weeks late. The bears 
are welcome to all the solace they can ex- 
tract from a condition around 90 in such 
corn states as Florida, New Hampshire. 
Rhode Island, and the states bordering the 
line of the British possessions. We shall 
have to have perfect weather until Oct. 1 
and possibly later to mature the crop. I 
think the chances are corn will sell up from 


10c to 1lde before it sells off 2c.”’

CHICAGO HOUSES PURCHASE DIV-

No Investment Béying of Consequence, 
but Speculative Commitments Are 
of the Better Sort — As Prices Ad- 
vanced Yesterday Local Sentiment 
Became More Bullish — William 
Rockefeller’s Disposition to Be In- 
terviewed a Feature of Situation, 


CYicago houses were fair buyers yesterday 
of good dividend paying stocks. ‘There was 
smal] disposition to take up the other kind 
and there were no investment purchases of 
consequence, But the speculative buying 
was of the better sort encouraged by the be- 
lief that after so much liquidation an upturn 


might be expected. 

In this the local element was correct. With 
the opening of the market there came mes- 
sages from the New York correspondents | 
making, in some instances, extravagant pre- 
dictions as to the course of prices. One 
house wired that everything on the list was 
a purchase. All the gossip from the east 
was bullish, whereas two days before it had 
been bearish. 

Private advices from Wall street yesterday 
afternoon were that sentiment had greatly 
changed, The basis for the improved feeling 
lay largely in the understanding that three 
or four weak houses had been able to close 
out holdings privately. This information 
was conveyed not so much as a certainty 
but as the belief of large houses and the rea- 
son given by them for their change in senti- 
ment, 

For the bona fide investor there is pre- 
sented also the dividend return on a number 
of stocks at current prices. For those who 
believe that dividends will be continued on 
stocks whose present market quotations re- 
turn 6 per cent there is good reason for buy- 
ing. The point is to be emphasized, how- 


ent rate. If there is assurance on that point 
the purchaser may feel comfortable in hold- 
ing his investments, although the market 
prices may go lower than current quotations. 
The present rally in the stock market is 
due, just as wil] be a reaction a little later. 
To assume that practically everything in the 
list may be purchased without question is, it 
is believed, to pursue a hazardous line of rea- 
soning. 

In view of the pronounced change of view 
entertained in New York it might be well to 
note the course of the market during the 
next two weeks. That should give some 
clew as to whether the present is largely a 
situation created by shorts or whether a 
market of some further bull proportions 
may be executed at this time. 


William Rockefeller Bullish. 


One of the noticeable features of the cur- 
rent market situation is a disposition of 
William Rockefeller totalk. Mr. Rockefeller 
has been in business a great many years 
without being publicly quoted. But now he. 
seems willing to give expression to his views 
not only concerning matters with which 
he is directly connected, but even on the 
stock market. As the immediately potential 
influence behind President Stillman in the 
National City bank, what William Rocke- 
feller has to say carries at this time much. 
weight. Of the stock market he is quoted as 
saying: 

“If this market should rally 5 points it 
would rally 20 points further. The first 5 
points advance is the hardest to bring about. 
There is hardly a stock or bond listed on the 
New York stock exchange that is not on the 
bargain counter. Few are buying because 
they wish to see the market turn first. I 
think that prices will be 20 points higher 
in the fall. The foundations are solid, but 
so long as prices decline it seems difficult 
to convince stockholders and investors that 
there is not something inherently wrong 
with this situation. Newspaper stories to the 
effect that the so-called Standard Oil party 
is in favor of lower pricesare absurd. There 
is not a word of truthinthem.” | 

Norman B. Ream is quoted as saying: * . 

* Wall street anticipates tight money at 
crop moving time and is making preparatiéns 
for the fall demands now. The American 
people go to extremes. We have more than 
discounted the worst that can possibly hap- 
pen. In my opinion we shall not see tight 
money this fall. Wecan move the crops on’ 
call money. There is going to be a good 
deal of idle money in a few months. The de- 
mands of brokers are now unusually small 
and many a house in Wall street has more 
time money than it will know what to do 
with. I think a favorable currency bill will 
be passed in November. A sharp recovery 
in prices is due.” 


‘ Boxboard Circular. 


President James A. Roberts of the United 
Boxboard and Paper company has senta cir- 
cular to stockholders in regard to the recent 
suit against the company by John A. Schutts. 
Mr. Roberts says Mr. Schutts owns 189 
shares of stock of the‘company, being less 
than one-thousandth part of the whole stock 
outstanding. He was employed by the com- 
pany at a salary of $1,200a year. The man- 
agement dispensed with his services for good 
‘cause and has declined his application for 
reinstatement. ‘President Roberts continues: 

“This notice has been sent in order that 
no stockholder may attach undue importance 
to this suit or be left in doubt concerning 
its motive. The business of the company is 
eminently satisfactory. The net earnings for 
May and Jtine, 1908, were $163,124. Those 
for July were at about the same rate, which, 
if continued, will soon lead to the resumption 
ef dividends. Confidences felt that this rate 
will be continued, and probably increased, 
because of the improved prices for the com- 
pany’s products. There is nothing in the 
condition of the company which warrants 
prices which have recently been made in the 
stock market for its shares.” |

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SEABOARD AIR LINE PASSES 
TO CONTROL OF WESTERNERS 


St. Louis and Sen Francisco and the 
Rock Island Will Now Get Desired 
Tidewater Connections. ‘ 


New York, Aug. 12.—[Special.}]—The Sea- 
board Air Line has passed into new hands 
and the Rock Island and the St. Louis and | 
San Francisco railways will have a voice in 
the future management of the road. 

The announcement was made early in the 
day by Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co. that they, 
have completed negotiations whereby B. F. 
Yoakum and H. Clay Pierce and B. F. Guin- 
ness of Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co., and 
Okleigh Thorne, president of the North 
American Trust company, had been elected 
voting trustees of the Seaboard Air Line rail- 


way. 

President John Skelton Williams also an- 
nounced that B. F. Yoakum, H. Clay Pierce, 
Okleigh Thorne, and 8. B. Van Vorst had 
been elected directors of the Seaboard Air 
Line railway. 


and San Francisco railroad. 

The official announcement of the deal also 
said: ‘“ The change of personnel of voting 
trustees of the stock of the Seaboard Air 


of the company by Rock Island or Frisco 
interests, although the Frisco lines extend 
into Birmingham and are a part of the 
southern situation.” 

The most important point in the agree- 
ment between the Seaboard Air Line and the 
St. Louis and San Francisco interests is that 
it gives the latter road an outlet to tide- 
water at six or seven important ports. These 
include Norfolk, Wilmington, Savannah, 
Charleston, Brunswick, Fernandina, Jack- 
sonville, and St. Augustine.

The Seaboard Air Line railway company 
operating 2,611 miles of road, was formed 
under the laws of Virginia in 1909, to suc- 
ceed the old Richmond, Petersburg and Caro- 
lina railroad. The system now extends from 
Richmond, Va., to Tampa, Fla., with con- 
nections extending west to Montgomery and 
to Birmingham, and east to Charleston, 
Wilmington, and Norfolk. Under a traffic 
agreement with the Pennsylvania railroad, 
a through passenger and freight service is 
—: between Washington and New 

ork. 

The Seaboard Air Line also owns the Bay 
Line Steamship company, operating from 
Baltimore to Norfolk. 


DEAL UNDER WAY FOR SALE 
OF CHICAGO GREAT WESTERN. 


President Stickney Admits That Wego- 
tiations Are Being Made, but Refuses 
‘to Reveal Possible Purchasers. 


President Stickney of the Chicago Great 
Western admits that negotiations are in 
progress for the sales of that system, but 
declines to state who the parties are with 
whom he is negotiating. 

It is well known that officials of the so- 
called community of interest roads have 
lately expressed the belief that the only 
way to stop rate wars that are caused by 
the aggressiveness of the Chicago Great 
Western is the purchase of this road by the 
allied interests. 

The legal victory won by the Great West- 
ern from the Union Pacific by compelling the 
latter to furnish it an entrance into Omaha 
and South Omaha, has increased the im- 
portance of that road in the western situa- 
tion, while the desire of its competitors to 
acquire the road will be increased in the 
same ratio. 


Goulds Possible Purchaser. 


Hiumors have been current for the last 
few days that the Gould system is trying to 
secure control of the road to get an outlet 
to the Twin cities and the northwest. Such 
a transfer would make the Great Western, 
in connection with the Wabash, the best 
line between the Twin Cities and 8t. Louls, 
and the Chicago-St. Paul line of the Great 
Western would prove of immense value to 
the Wabash’'s line from Chicago to the east. 

Another report is that the Great Western 
is likely to be purchased jointly by the Rock- 
efeller-Vanderbilt interests and is to be di- 
vided bétween the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
and the Chicago and Northwestern, the for- ‘ 
mer taking the northern and the latter the 
southern portion of the road. 

It is probable that within a short time the 
Grand Central station will have two new 
railroads as tenants. Negotiations are in 
progress between the Chicago Terminal 
Transfer ratHiroad and the Pére Marquette 
and the Chicago, Cincinnati and Louisville 
railroads, both of which are nearly ready to 
come into this city. The Pére Marquette 
will connect at Ciark’s Junction, thirty. 
miles from Chicago, with the ‘Terminal 
Transfer, and the Chicago, Cincinnati and 
Louisville connects with the Terminal Trans- 
fer at Hammond, Ind.
